Davis Contronts Rankin 


WAS a dramatic meeting between Councilman Ben- 
jamin J. Davis, Jr. and Rep. John Rankin in Washington. 


One of the nation’s outstanding fighters for the rights 
of minorities confronted the man who has become the 
symbol for the hideous fascist doctrines of racism in 
America. 


Rankin was cast in the role of accuser; Davis in the 
role of accused. But behind Davis was all the force of the 
democratic aspirations of the common folk of America, 
while behind Rankin was the rotting feudal aristocracy of 
the South, desperately trying to hold on to its author- 
itarian rule by imposing it on the rest of the nation. 


The people were stronger and the roles were reversed. 
The accused became the accuser and John Rankin scuttled 
for cover, at least for the moment. 


Why did they call Councilman’ Davis down to Wash- 
ington and why does this committee now threaten to come 
to New York to “investigate” the elections here? 


The answer is in the record of the notorious Dies 
Committee. In the gubernatorial and congressional elec- 
tions of 1938, the Dies Committee picked crucial spots 
in the struggle between the New Deal and reaction to de- 
velop its witch-hunts against labor and with some success. 


In the current New York City campaign, the labor 
and progressive forces are united in a struggle against 
Deweyism. The coalition of the Negro people and labor 
is being strengthened in the campaign to reelect Davis. 


Hence, like its infamous predecessor, the present com- 


mittee has picked New York for its initial public witch- 
hunt. 

One wonders at the gall of Rankin and his fellow poll- 
taxer John Wood of Geofgia, who formally heads the 
committee. They dare come to New York to tell the people 
here how to run an election! 

It is now plain to everyone that the aim of the com- 
mittee is to impose the Rankin brand of “democracy” on 
the rest of the nation. It must not be allowed to continue. 
Every democratic American should raise his or her voice 
Im the demand that witch-hunts stop in postwar America. 


Betraying the Peoples of Asia 
1 United States has a direct responsibility in the 

hocking attempt to suppress the independence move- 
ment of the Annam people in Indo-China. 


Americans must see that clearly, and make themselves 
heard, not only on Indo-China but on the entire allied 


attempt to re-shackle imperialist chains on the Annamese, 


the Malayans and the people of the Netherlands Indies. 

The death of an American secret service officer in 
Saigon yesterday only dramatizes our complicity and re- 
sponsibility. For the most important fact about the Anglo- 
French-Dutch attempt to suppress the colonial peoples is 
that thousands of Japanese troops, fully armed, are being 
used as gendarmes of the western powers. 

The Japanese soldiers have been allowed to retain 
those arms by Gen. Douglas MacArthur and his sub- 
ordinates; it flows from his basic policy of working with 
the Japanese government. 

And what is true of Indo-China, of Java and Malaya 
is equally true of central China, where Chiang Kai-shek 
plans to continue the use of Japanese soldiers for at least 
two months, according to Chungking reports. 

Chiang Kai-shek is not disarming these Japanese, 
while he objects to the Communist policy of disarming 
them. And thus the ‘Japanese are encouraged—under 
Chungking orders—to attack the north China liberated 
zones. 5 
To make matters worse, tite United States is flying 
Chungking soldiers northwards, into the heart of the 
liberated area. Is this the way to help the Chungking- 
Communist negotiations? 

Tens of millions of people are fighting for their in- 
dependence in eastern Asia. They deserve our help, not 
our betrayal. Twenty-four million in Indo-China, 60,000,000 
in Java—more than many European peoples combined. 
This is an upsurge that cannot be denied, and must not 
be betrayed.
